_ The news of the Czech Cabinet's capitula- 
tion sent a wave of indignation through the city , 
and with cries of ‘Long live the Republic” and , 
“Long live Czecho-Slovakia” crowds gathered in 
the strect to discuss and condemn the latest plan 
‘ for the dismemberment of their country. 

Bowing before the “irresistible” French and British 
pressure the Prague Government, however, has formally . 
surrendered to Herr Hitler’s demands and unless the Army 
lrevolts and decides to fight Germany or declares uncon- 
‘Vstitutional the Parliamentary’ Commission’s approval of 
the Cabinet's decision, the State is virtually disrupted. 

Extra detachments of Police are stationed at stra- 
tegic points throughout Prague. 


negotintions have thus been opened

In a recent issue of the 
maaan you published an article 
by W. N. Ewer In which the 
“appressed — Germans in Czecho- 
Stovakla"” are mentioned. 

3 J would like to submit to you an 
artlele published in the weekly 
newspaper Zelt in Bild (Time in 
-Plietures). It gives the following 
interesting, statistics: 

According to German sources there 
are living in 
Czecho - Slovakia 3,232,000 Germans 
Poland 1,336,000 Germans 
Hungary "480, 009 Germans 


Yuyo-Slavia : 
(about) 480,000 Germans 
Italy 320,000 Germans, 
: "According to statistics there are no 
German schools whatsoever in Italy. 
German schools in Hungary total 40, 
jn Yugo-Slavia 162, in Polnnd 514 
and in Czecho-Slovakla §,293. In 
nddition there is one German uni- 
versity, two technical universitics, 
one academy of arts and music and 
one pedagorical college in Czecho- 

Slovalkia—all: for Germans. 

Not one German cultural organisa- 
tlon has been established in Italy, 
Hungary and Poland. Only in 
Czecho-Slovakla, have the Germans 
thelr own broadcasting station. In 
additlon, they control 12 per cent. of 
the brondcasts from all other Czecho- 

Slovakian sintions. 

What of freedom of the Press? 
Statistics show thot in Italy there 
are only seven German political 
journals. Hungary has a similar 
number, Yuyo-Slavia has 18, Poland 
71, while jn Czecho-Slovakla there 
nre 2,491 polftien! and other news- 
papers, besides the oMcial Gazette, 
published In German, 

Neither Italy, Hungary nor Yugo- 
Slavia have German ° theatres, 
Poland has two, while in Czecho- 
Stovakta’ there = are YW permanent 
German theatres. 

No German book has been publish- 

‘ed in Italy, Yugo-Slavia published an 
averuge of three German books per 
annum, Hungary 54, Poland 167 and 
Czecho-Slovakia 1,819, 

These facts, which are taken from 
German. statistics, speak for them- 
selves.

She added 
that her husband, who {is connected 
with the Public Works Department, 
{s earning $450 a month with free 
quarters. 


‘During — cross - examination by 
Monaghan, she admitted that the 
quarters he was allowed were only 
single quarters at Kam Tin Acro- 
drome, und he had to pay $90 a 
month for the flat in town. 


Miss L. S. Debrito, in evidence, 
sald that after meeting Mrs. 
Monaghan In hospital, she had aften 
visited the Monaghans’ home and 
semen them quarreling. She-~pro- 
duced o letter sent by Monaghan to 
her’ which had resulted in her ceus- 
Ing to visit their flat. Several times,

These seraiums Lecame 50 penctrating 
that they went to the Monaghans’ 
flat upstairs. On arriving at the the 
top of the stalrs, they were met by 
Monoghan, who threatened to throw 
Mr. Rankin downstairs.

THE HONGKONG & SHANGHAI HOT

AN interest in things Chinese 
led to a little hump-backed 


foreigner becoming a high- 
ranking officer in the Chinese 
Imperial Army. He was 
Lieutendnt-General Homer Lea, 
an American adventurer; who, 
during the first decade of the 
present century played’ an im- 
portant part in. the- history . of 
China. He was, morcover, a 
familiar figure here, and while 
Hongkong could not be said to 
have been his abode for any 
great length of time, neverthe- 
less, he always gravitated back 
to the Colony, and his sojourn 
here was fairly consistent. 


Licut. General Homer Lea was 
born in Denver, Colorado, on 
November 17, 1876. He was 
the son of Alfred Erskine and 
Hersa (Coberly) Lea, both des- 
cendants of English emigrants 
who had established themselves 
in Virginia during Cavalier 
times. ~ Lea, from his earliest 
and most impressionable years 
dreamed of the profession of 
arms—a vocation incidentally 
which seemed singularly in- 
appropriate to one of his physi- 
cal handicap and short stature 
(he was only five foot three) ; 
but like most enthusiasts he toy- 
ed with the idea and determined 
to bring his visions of martial 
splendour into practical reality. 

The surge of patriotic fervour 
which swept the country at the 
outbreak of the war with Spain 
in 1898, affected him as it did 
thousands of other youths, and 
he did his best to impress’ the 
yarious recruiting sergeants 
with the fact that he was fit 
to. serve. One hard-boiled Non- 
com told him: “Uncle Sam will 
use you when you have out- 
grown your hump!” : This was 
like «a douche of cold water to 
the hopes of the ‘twenty-two- 
year-old would-be recruit, and 
he determined to learn Civil 
Engineering instead. He  ac- 
cordingly entered Occidental 
College in Los Angeles with that 
end in view, but his stay in the 
halls of learning was symptoma- 
tie of the . restlessness of his 
spirit; for during the next year 
or so he was registered ay a 
student in two more. Californian 
colleges—the University of the 
Pacific and Leland Stanford 
at Palo Alto. : 


Militarism His Hobby 


In the meantime, he was not 
neglecting his lofty apirations to 
follow a military. career. In 
fact, it possessed him more than 
ever. His lack of interest in 
sports perhaps accounted for his 
singular devotion to what now 
became with him a hobby—the 
acquirement of a knowledge of 
military science by drilling the 
most motely group of freaks 
and mis-fits that could be ‘found 
anywhere. Somehow or other, 
Lea managed to get together 
about a thousand men—practi- 
cally all more physically infirm 
than himself—with the strange 
idea of forming a cavalry regi- 
ment, and with himself, of 
course, as commander-in-chief. 

The enthusiasm which swept 
this singular’ corps was most 
remarkable, and while it did not 
last long, Lea at any rate was 
ascute enough to profit by pop- 
ular ebullicnce in order to gain 
valuable military training for 
himself. The success. of this 
venture was, of course, directly 
attributable to the tremendous

enthusiasm and military ardour 
of the American public which 
was then glorying in the ex- 
ploits of Licut. Colonel The- 
odore “Teddy” Roosevelt and 
his gallant band of “Rough- 
riders.” ~ 


He now conceived the rather 
extravagant jdea of carving 
out a military career in the 
Orient. At least, all his 
endeavours from now on 
-seemed to be concentrated on 
the one thought that they would 
prove useful to him latcr on in 
China. He began to haunt the 
Chinese laundries and chop- 
suey restaurants. in the China- 
towns along the Pacific coast, 
nnd the genial proprictors of 
these Oriental! business establish- 
ments proved exceptionally 
obliging in teaching the young 
American the rudiments of Can- 
tonese. In fact, so apt a stu- 
dent did- Lea prove that he 
was soon fairly conversant with 
Cantonese colloquial. Indeed, so 
much so that the leaders of the 
San Francisco Chinatown were 
favourably impressed. He was 
fortunate, too, in meeting Kang 
Yu-wei, the head of the Chinese 
Empire Reform Association, 
who was then in the United 
States on a propaganda mission 
among his compatriots. Kang 
was especially delighted - with 
Lea, and upon learning that he 
possessed some military know- 
ledge immediately took him 
under his patronage. 


Served In Boxer Riots| 


Conditions in China were now 
in such a chaotic state owing to 
the Boxer trouble that Kang 
felt his, plans for reform 
must be temporarily shelved. 
Whether it was through Kang’s 
advice or due to his own initia- 
tive we do not know, but any 
way Lea determined to go out 
to China immediately. Upon 
his arrival in Hongkong carly in 
July, 1899, he stayed here for 
sometime apparently studying 
the political situation in Canton. 
Meanwhile, in August, 1900, a 
foreign relief expedition to Pe- 
king had been formed, and Lea 
‘who had been turned down at 
Home succeeded in joining as a 
soldier. 


Throne. The plan which was 
formulated in Hongkong was 
that Lea organise a_ body’ 
of troops and undertake 
the relief of the dis- 
tressed Emperor, He  accord- 
ingly proceeded to North China, 
and was a leading participant in 
an attempt which, however, 
proved unsuccessful. In 1901, 
he returned to the United States. 


It way then thought that if 
the reform movement was to suc- 
ceed, the Emperor: must be 
restored to hig rightful position 
on the Dragon Throne, and 
that the Empress Dowager and 
her clique must be dispossessed 
of their power if China was to 
continue as a nation. Such was 
the opinion of most Chinese 
liberals of the day, and the sub- 
sequent events proved that they 
were largely right. Much of 
the blame for the chaos of 
the country. in later years was 
to be laid directly to the reac- 
tionary movements ‘fostered by 
this strong-willed’ woman who 
had seized the reins of govern- 
ment from the hands of the 
effete but still liberal-minded 
Emperor. To the end of restor- 
ing Kuang Hsu to the Throne, 
Lea was commanded. to start 
training Chinese volunteers in 
the San Francisco Chinatown 
and many of these Cantonese re- 
cruits subsequently returned 
with him to China the 
next year, when 2 more formid- 
able attempt was made to defeat 
the troops of the Empress 
Dowager in battle. 


Leads : Chinese Army . 


Lea was appolnted commander of 
the 2nd Army Division and by 1904, 
had risen to the rank of Licutenant 
General. The fighting while san- 
cuinary did not produce any concrete 
results, and the news of Kuang 
Hsu’s death in 1908, ended for-

speedily diminishing power of . 
monarchy. therefore, decided 
to relurn home and “cash in™ on the 
benefit of his Oriental experience. 
He now took to the pen, and in 1908 
published a Chincse novel cntilied 
“The Vermillion Pencil” This was 
specdily followed a drama ralicd 
the "Crimson Spider,” and later by 


* his remarkable “Valor of Ignorance,” 


a military work in two volumes. In 
this book, Lea advanced the idca that 
unfess the United States embark- 
ed on a large scale scheme of national 
preparedness she was doomed to be- 
come the victim of an Asiatic agrres~ 
wr, and he named Japan as the 
possible one.” The book naturally 
enough created a furore, and al- 
though it was distinguished, as were 
all the rest of his literary effoxts, by 
crudity and extravagznee of style, it 
was marked by undoubted sincerity. 
In Japan, it was hailed as a master- 
piece, and strange to ssy the trans- 
lated version went through twenty- 
four editions in.less than one month. 


His stay in Hongkong stimulated 
his belief that there were lament- 
able signs of weakness in British - 
policy, and che proceeded to 
“expose” them in his next work 
entitled “The Day ef the Saxon.” 
Lea was radically opposed. to 
any idea of a commonwealth cf 
nations, and though? that if the Bri- 
tish Empire wished to remain strong. 
it must emphasise centralisation of 
Fovernment as its fundamental 
policy, and warned that any trend 
from this would likely prove danger- 
ous. 

Lea now became acquainted with 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, ard soon became 
his adviser and right-hand-man. He 
accompanied the “Father of the 
Chinese. Republic™ to Nanking and 
wags with him in 1911 when the pro- 
visional government was formed and 
Sun elected President. Lea, how- 
ever, was not fsted to grt on well 
with the great Revolutionary. it 
might have been his inereasing 
ill-health that brought about their 
separation; for he returned to the 
United States shortly thereafter. His 
success as an authos did not appear 
very heartening; for after the sensa- 
tionalism of his books” first appear- 
ance had subsided, they did rot sell, 
and consequently, his income from 
this source was pp: i 
existent. In fact, 
penury now seemed to deg him, and 
although he made a heroic attempt to 
recoup his declining fortunes by pen- 
ning another book, “A History of 
the Political Development of China,” 
he died before it. could be finished, 
in Les Angeles, California at the 
carly age of thirty-six years.

ABYSSES OF 
GOLD

Helium, which was first publicly | 


shown ‘to the Royal Socicty. forty- 
three years ago Sir. Willlam 
Ramsay, is now ‘all but indispensable 
for sufety In airships. 

Its Hlting power 5 Httle less than 
that of hydrogen, and, unlike hydro- 
gen, it will not catch fire. Ramsay's 
first sample was enclosed in a 
capillary gluss tube! no thicker than 
n fountaInpen, and shone a brilliant 
yellow when electrically excited—a 
precious gem of purest ray serenc. 

Helium {s the Inert gas which most 
strongly resists freezing, or, in other 
words, the reduction from the 
gascous to the liquid or the solid 
forms. 

The efforts to subdue it have to 
fake placesat a degree of cold closer 
to absolute zero, the bottomless pit 
of temperature, than in the presence 
of any other element. Those who 
experiment with it have got within 
the thousandth of u degree of that 
unattainable goal, but it must always 
be beyond reach. 

It js not thelr purpose in reducing 
the sap to attempt the impossible, 
but to ascertain what changes take 
plice In the properties of bodies in 
these abysses of cold. 


ELECTRICITY. QUESTION 

They seek to know why bodies 
should there conduct heat or electri- 
city better, and how their framework 
of atoms and molecules ts altered 
by the conditions, 

In so seeking they have lately 
come on the unexpected fuct that 
when helium is frozen to a tem- 
perature round about 453 degrees 
Fahrenheit, below that of — melting 
ice, it is resolved, not into one quid 
helium, but into two. 

When it js situated at rather less 
than 5 degrees Fahrenheit above 
absolute zero, the ordinary lMquid 
helium changes into pnother form, 
liqud helium IL, which {/s  ¢om- 
pletely unlike any other known 
substance, 

Cool it still further and it expands 
instead of contracting, I becomes 
extremely sticky; It ‘conducts ‘heat 
10 million times better than the 
helium from which in a flash it has 
just been transformed, and 500 times 
better than uncooled copper. It 
conducts electricity sa well that it 
seems to offer no resistance what- 
ever to the stream’ of electric 
particles. 

These disclosures, which have 
been arrived at by inexhaustible 
patience and ingenuity at Leyden, 
where helium was Orst liquefied, at 
London and at Oxford, may .be 
compared with almost as) many 
years’ work by Dr. P. W. Bridgman 
in America, not on low temperatures 
but on high pressures. 

Some, ,curious resemblances are 
apparent in a recent summary of 
some of his results ond methods. 
He notes that the pressures he attains 
in his laboratory are the equal of 
those existing at a depth of 100 
miles in the carth’s crust. More 
than 90 per cent. of the earth's 
material is at a lower depth, but it 
is something to have reproduced in 
a Jaboratory pressures existing tn 
7% per cent. of the globe, and so 
to be able to guess at whnt may 
take place omong the foundations 
of the continents. 


LIQUIDS AND SOLIDS 


Dr. Bridgman's hydraulic rams 
can produce pressures of 750,000 Ib. 
to the square inch. 

What effect have these pressures 
on ‘liquids ond solids? Most sub- 
stances expand when they melt from 
the solid into the quid state, 

But there are three—ice when it 
mtlis into water,:: bismuth, and 
fullium--which contract.  Hellum's 
changes of state when further cooled, 
fallows the commoner law of 
expansion. . 

When the commoricst class. of 
substances are subjected to high 
pressures the temperuture at which 
they exhibit a change of state can 
be raised by hundreds of degrees. 
Thus at 390,000 Ib. to the square 
inch mercury freezes solid while it 
is ts hot as boiling water. 

Water itself, one of the anomalous 
tou eee eet stenngoe trans+ 
ormations under ressure, A 
33,000 lb, to the natare Inch, in 
remains water, though' the surround-

sober, she sald, and in on insulting 
mood, These incidents occurred 
almost every week. About 18 
months ago, her husband left the 
house, but although she wanted a 
divorce, she forgave him for the 
sake of their child, she ndded. 


SMASHED IN DOOR 


On returning to the house, he con- 
tinued to act in the same manner, and 
jn April of this year he came home 
early one morning and smashed the 
door, attempting to pct in. He 


refused to allow her to see {riends,|. 


and sent them Insulting letters. 
About three weeks ago, one evening, 
he threatened to kill her, but was 
stopped by thelr amah. On Monday, 
September 12, he came home In the 
afternoon requesting that she give 
him the radio to sell as he necded 
money, She refused.

Four years after the 
first British flag was, hoisted on 
the barren slopes of. the Peal, 
General D’Aguilar, whose name 
is commemorated to-day in a 
street and a cape, declared that 
lo retain the Colony would 
“require the loss of a whole re- 
giment every three years.”

Even in the early decades of 
this century Hongkong wan a 
hot-bed of body-racking, teeth- 
rattling fever, and not until the 
appointment of Dr. Jackson in 
April, 1930, was anti-malarial 
work tackled on a ‘comprehen- 
sive scale.

to bring his visions of martial 
splendour into practical reality. 

The surge of patriotic fervour 
which swept the country at the 
outbreak of the war with Spain 
in 1898, affected him as it did 
thousands of other youths, and 
he did his best to impress the 
various recruiting sergeants 
with the fact that he was fit 
to serve... One hard-boiled Non- 
com told him: “Unele Sam will 
use you when «you have out- 
grown your hump!” This was 
like a douche of cold water to 
the hopes of the twenty-two- 
year-old would-be recruit, and 
he determindd to-learn Civil 
Engineering instead. He ac- 
cordingly entered Occidental 
College in Los Angeles with that 
end in view, but hig stay in. the 
halls of learning was symptoma- 
tic of the restlessness of his 
spirit; for during the next year 
or so he was registered as-a 
student in two more Californian 
colleges—the University of the 
Pacific and Leland Stanford 
at Palo Alto, 


Militarism His Hobby 


In the meantime, he was not 
neglecting his lofty apirations to 
follow a military career. In 
fact, it possessed him more than 

= 
ever. His lack of interest in 
sports perhaps accounted for his 
singular devotion to what now 
became with him a hobby—the 
acquirement of a knowledge of 
military science by, drilling the 
most motely group of freaks 
and mis-fits that could be found 
anywhere. Somehow or other, 
Lea managed to get together 
about a thousand men—practi- 
cally all more physically infirm 
than himself—with ‘the strange 
idea of forming a cavalry rejri- 
ment, and with. himself, of 
course, ax commander-in-chief, 

The enthusiasm which swept 
this singular corps’ waa most 
remarkable, and while it did not 
last long, Lea at any rate, was 
ascute enough to profit by pop- 
ular ebullience in order to gain 
valuable military training for 
himself. The success of this 
venture was, of course, directly 
attributauie vw the tremendous

dent did Lea prove ‘that he 
was soon fairly conversant with 
Cantonese. colloquial, Indeed, so 
much go that the leaders of the 
San Francisco Chinatown were 
favourably impressed. He was 
fortunate, too, in meeting Kang 
Yu-wei, the head of the Chinese 
Empire Reform Association, 
who was then in the United 
States on a propaganda mission 
among his compatriots. Kang 
was especially delighted with 
Lea, and upon learning that he 
possessed some military know- 
ledge immediately took him 
under his »patronage,

Conditions in China were now 
in such a chaotic state owing to 
the Boxer trouble that Kang 
felt his plans for reform 
must be temporarily shelved. 
Whether it was through Kang’s 
advice or duc to his own initin- 
tive we do not know, but any 
way Lea determined to go out 
to China immediately. Upon 
his arrival in Hongkong carly in 
July, 1899, he stayed here for 
sometime apparently studying 
the political situation in Canton. 
Meanwhile, in August, 1900, a 
foreign relief expedition to Pe- 
king had been formed, and Lea 
who had been turned dowm at 
Home succeeded in joining as a

After the collapse of .the 
Boxer movement, Lea stayed on 
in the Far Enst, and his erst- 
while patron Kang  Yu-wei 
having arriving in the. Colony, 
he came here to consult with 
him. As Fate would have 
it, a new possibility of 
tary. service arose for 
The Empress Dowager, 

Hsi had suceceded — in 

posing the Emperor, Kuang Hsu, 
and there was a patriotic move- 
ment ufout to restore him to the 
Throne. The plan which was 
formulated ‘in Hongkong was 
that Len organise a body 
of troops and undertake 
the relief of the 
tressed Emperor. He  accord- 
ingly proceeded to North China, 
and was a leading participant in 
an attempt which, however, 
proved unsuccessful. In 1901, 
he returned to the United States. 


It wag then thought that if 
the reform movement was to suc- 
ceed, the Emperor must be 
restored to hig rightful position 
on the Dragon Throne, and 
that the- Empress Dowager and 
her clique must be dispossessed 
of their power if China way to 
continue as a nation, Such was 
the opinion 
liberals of the day, and ‘the sub- 
sequent events proved that they 
were largely right. Much of 
the blame for the chaos of 
the country in later years was 
to be laid directly to the reac. 
tionary movements fostered by 
this strong-willed woman who 


had seized’ the reins of govern-| 


ment from the hands of the 
‘effete but still liberal-minded 
Emperor. To the end of restor- 
ing Kuang Hsu to the Throne, 
Len was commanded to start 
training Chinese volunteers in 
the San Francisco Chinatown 
and many of these Cantonese re- 
cruits subsequently returned 
with him to China the 
next year, when a more formid- 
able attempt was made to defeat 
the troops of the Empress 
Dowager in battle.

Lea was appointed commander of 
the 2nd Army Division and by 1904, 
had risen to-the runic of Lieutenant 
General. The fighting ‘while san- 
sulnary ‘did not preduce any concrete 
results, und the news of Kuang 
Hsu's: death in 1908, ended fore 
ever any” hopes of restoring tho 
speedily diminishing power of tha 
monarchy, Len, therefore, decided 
to return home and “cash fn” on the 
beneflt of his Orlental experience. 
He now took ta the Pen, and In 1908 
published a Chinese novel entitled 
“The Vermillion Pencil." This wa: 
specdlly followed by a drama called 
the “Crimson Spider," and later by 
his remarieable “Valor, of Ignorance," 
a military work in two volumes, In 
‘this book, Lea advanced the iden that, 
unless the United States embarid 
ed on a large scale scheme of natlonal 
Preparedness she was doomed to be~ 
come the victim of an Astatle agETCS. 
sor, and he named Japan as the 
possible one, The bool naturally 
enough created a> furore, and al- 
though it was distinguished, as were 
all the rest of his Mterary efforts, by , 
crudity and extravagance of style, it 
was marked by undoubted sincerity, 
In Japan, it was hailed as a masters 
piece, and strange to say the trans- 
lated version went through twenty~ 
four editlongs in less than one month. 


His stay in Hongkong. stimuloted 
his belief that there were lament- 
able signs of weakness in British 
policy, and he — proceeded to 
“oxpose" them in his «next work 
entitled “The Day of the Saxon.” 
Lea was radleally opposed to 
any idea of a commonwealth of 
nations, and thought that [f the Bri- 
tish Empire wished to remain strong, 
1t must emphasise centralisation of 
Government as its fundamental 
policy, and warned = that any trend 
from this would likely prove danger- 
ous, é 

Lea now became acquainted with 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and soon became 
his adviser ond right-hand-man, He 
accompanied the “Father of the 
Chinese Republic” to Nanking and 
was with him in 1911 when the pro- 
vislonal government was formed and 
Sun elected President, Lea, how- 
ever, Was not fated to get on well 
with the great Revolutionary. It, 
might have been his: {ncreasiny 
IN-health that brought about their 
separation; for he returned to. the 
United States shortly thereafter, His 


success ay on author did not appear | 


very heartenixg; for after the sensa~ 
tionalism of hig books’ first appear= 
ahce had subsided, they did not sell, 
and consequently, his income from 
this source was practleally non- 
existent. In fact, HM-health and 
benury now seemed to dog him, and 
although he made a.herofe attempt to 
recoup his declining fortunes by peén- 
ning another book, “A Histo: of 
the Politleal Development of Chi na,’? 
he died before it could be Anished, 
in Los Angeles, California at the 
curly age of thirty-six years,

Killed In - 
Plane Crash 


London, Sept. 21. 

David Llewellyn, famous aviator 
and at one mo holder of the record 
for a flight from-the Cape to Lon- 
don, died in a crash at Lympne Air- 
port to-day—Reuter Special. 

David Liowellyn was the son of 
Sir William’ Llewellyn, President of 
the Royal Academy. After serving 
with the Royal Alr Foree he went on 
to the Reserve of OMcers and be- 
came a stockbroker, +. 

Finding a business cnreer too dull, 

he returned to aviation, qualifying 
‘ug an Instructor with authorisation 
to teach flylog py instruments. He 
Was appointed chief Instructor at the 
London Afr Park Club.and o- director. 
of the Alrcraft Exchange and Mart, 
Ltd. * , 
In Oct. 1935 Squadron: leader 
Liewellyn set out from London with 
Mrs. Jill Wyndhom, one of _ his 
Puplls, on on attempt to beat. Mrs. 
Moillson's Engiand-Cape record of 
four days, six hrs. and 54 minutes, 
Their machine was a cabin mono. 
plane cruising at 140 m.p.h. Tho at- 
tempt failed through thelr being 
forced down and delayed near Cairo, 
but they went on to the Cape In the 
hope of doing better on the return 
Night. 

This they achieved, arriving in 
England In six doys 12hre. and i 
minutes, thus beating Mrs. Mollison’s 
record return journey by nearly 19 
hours. The flight nearly ended in 
disaster when the machine was cross- 
ing the Abercorn Escarpment in 
Rhodesla at 10,000 fcet. Suddenly 
dropping some hundreds of feet, the 
machine turned nearly upside-down 
The shock was so great that the 
fliers’ vacuum flasks were smashed, 
and but for the roof of the cabin 
they themselves would have been 
thrown out. Topecs which they wers 
wearing saved) them from — serious 
head injuries, 

In March, 1037, the flier made an- 
other attempt on the outward record, 
which Mrz. Mollison had reduced in 
May, 1036, to three days six hrs. and 
26 minutes. He covered half the 
distance in 30 hours, but then had to 
give up owing to engine trouble,

A scrutiny of the meter registers 
shows that a considerabie percentage 
of consumers have not reduced their 
consumption appreaiahly.. alnee .-the 
water restrictlons came Into force, 
Motor vehicle owners are particu- 
larly requested, to cconomise in 
water used for washing cars and 
ortles, 


Owners of gardens can, at smalt 
cost as a rule, arrange to use bath 
water for gardening purposes, 
Consumers are again reminded that 
leaking taps will be ‘re-washered 
free of charge on application to 
“Water Works Complaints” (Tele- 
Phone No. 30840 for Hongkong and 
50949 for the Mainland). : : 

The Water Authority. will always 
be grateful to receive information’ of 
any waste or apparent . waste of 
water from the Government mains. 

The combined storage in the Island 
und Mainland Reservoirs on Septem- 
ber 21 ameunted to 62% per cent, 
of the maximum. . 

Making due allowance for collec- 
tion from the Shing Mun River and 
other streams, this storage is sufficient 
to maintaln a supply of 12 million 
Ballons per doy until carly June, 

At present, with a 10 hours per 
day supply, consumption is between 
23 and 24 millon gallons per day, 
but as the weather becomes cooler 
so will consumption decrease,
